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I have the honour to submit the Report of the Department of Public 
Printing and Stationers for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1968. 


The report gives a general view of the activities of the department 


concerning the publishing, the printing and the distribution of the 
government publications. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Government publications prepared to mark the Centennial of the Confeder- 
ation of Canada brought pride and prestige not only to government authors 
and editors and to the Queen's Printer, but also to Canadian designers, 
engravers and printers; "Canada, A Year of the Land", for example, won 
an Art Directors Clubs of Canada's 1968 Gold Medal for this National Film 
Board/Queen's Printer Centennial publication, and a first prize in the 
Publications category of the Printing Institute of America's 1968 Graphic 
Arts Awards Competition. Centennial editions published by the Queen's 
Printer rank among best-sellers, and several are on the list of the best 
designed books ever published in Canada. 


The 47% increase in the sale of government publications, from 
$2,221 ,369 in 1966-67 to $3,126,131 at the end of the fiscal year, 
reflects the success of the Government of Canada publications program 
on the occasion of the Centennial Year, and indicates the distinct con- 
tribution provided and the results achieved by the department in the 
production of these outstanding and historical documents and in their 
diffusion in Canada and abroad. 


The Department of Public Printing and Stationery, in its present 
role as a Central Publishing Office for the Canadian Government, provides 
professional and technical services and guidance to Parliament, govern- 
ment departments and federal agencies in procuring and scheduling, 
planning and editing, designing and estimating, pricing and distributing 
their publications. 


The program objectives of the department have been progressively 
developed in acccrdance with Glassco Commission recommendations, Cabinet 
decisions and Treasury Board directives, and established for the appli- 
cation of efficient methods of print procurement, economical and effective 
form of publication, and modern means of diffusion of government pub- 
lications, for the purpose of meeting: 


(a) the citizen's need for and right to information, of 
benefit to him, on the aims, administration, achieve- 
ments of, and services available from the Government 
of Canada; 


(b) the need of Parliament and federal departments and 
agencies for expertise, guidance and common services 
in the field of modern publishing management and 
technology. 
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Publishing, as an essential function of government and as a specific 
government program, relates to: 


(a) rationalizing government publishing costs; and 


(b) increasing the effectiveness of publication programs 
already determined in government departments and 
agencies, reviewed by Treasury Board, and approved 
by Parliament. 


With increased responsibilities and a wider demand for its profes- 
sional and technical services, the department made an exceptional effort 
to follow the principles enunciated above and to fulfil its objectives 
through the following groupings of activities: 


Administration 


A staff activity tailored to the specific needs of a publishing 
organization concerned with program planning and development, personnel 
management, financial management, and auxiliary administrative services 
not directly allocated. 


Print Procurement 


An activity established to apply efficient methods, systems and 
procedures for processing requests for publishing, purchasing print 
and print components, priority scheduling, classifying and cataloguing, 
pricing, protecting Crown Copyright, controlling progress of work and 
costs, and for keeping inventory records of official publications. 


Publishing Production 


An activity established to apply economical and effective graphic 
art and business techniques in the planning, print designing, copy and 
production editing, cost-time estimating, print specifications and 
quality control of government publications, parliamentary and non- 
parliamentary. 


Diffusion of Official Publications 


An activity established for the sale and free distribution of 
government publications in Canada and abroad, and for the sale of 
international organizations publications in Canada, by applying modern 
and efficient marketing and sales promotion techniques and free distri- 
bution controls, and by operating central mailing and shipping services. 
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SUPPORTING SERVICES 


Special Projects, Research and Development 


The division continued its contribution to the issuance of commemorative 
publications prepared to mark the Centennial of the Confederation of 
Canada, and its research into the application of new techniques in pub- 
lishing, for example by automated process, to the production and distri- 
bution of Canadian government publications. 


In-depth studies were also made to apply the guidelines of TB Minute 
667239, "Policy and Guide on Canedian Government Publishing", to the 
publishing of literary works by federal establishments which, although 
not falling within the scope of the TB Minute, are nevertheless served by 
the Department of Public Printing and Stationery. 


The division studied the organizational structure of the department, 
reviewed the duties and responsibilities of all key managerial positions, 
both staff and line, and prepared the first draft of a Program Management 
Manual defining the functions, formulating major policies, and describing 
the program and activities of the department in its role as a central 
government publishing office. 


The division prepared a submission for ,approval by Treasury Board of 
the program-activity structure of the department *, submitted a preliminary 
brief on the communication of scientific and technical information to the 
Science Secretariat of the Privy Council, and contributed to the prepara- 
tion of a survey on government Information Services conducted under con- 
tract at the request of the Privy Council. 


* Approved by TB Minute 678691, May 2, 1968. 


Administrative Services 


Action was taken for a closer integration between the allocation of 
“human resources and the determination of program expenditures, and for a 
new role for personnel management to emphasize policy and planning rather 
than employment and records. 


In accordance with TB Management Improvement policy directives, a 
central service was established for the design of new forms, for improving 
the design of existing forms, and for analysing related procedures. 


The staff turnover during the fiscal year involved 48 separations and 
61 appointments. The staff strength on March 31, 1968, totalled 241. 
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Financial Operations 


The report of the Management Analysis Division of the Civil Service 
Commission (now the Public Service Commission) containing twenty-seven 
important recommendations bearing on the financial activities of the 
department was generally accepted. A considerable number of these recom- 
mendations have been implemented during the year under review, and pro- 
gress is being made on the introduction of improved controls for the bulk 
warehouse and retail stores publications inventories by making good use 
of available computer facilities. An accrual accounting system embodying 
improved reports for management is being introduced progressively with 
the assistance of advisory services of the Comptroller of the Treasury. 


Certain difficulties experienced in prior years resulting from 
separate financing of the Administrative and Print Procurement sectors 
were ameliorated considerably through the introduction of a single vote 
appropriation for the fiscal year 1967-68. As indicated in Table 1, the 
extent of lapsed funds this year was confined to a minimal amount of 
$36,408 out of a total allotment of $4,910,574, that is, under one per 
cent. 


Sales of publications increased by 47% from $2,221,369 in 1966-67 
to $3,126,131 in 1967-68. The most notable increase was reported by the 
Queen's Printer's bookshops where sales this year were higher by 70% for 
a total volume of $1,237,912 compared to $724,037 last year. The mail 
order store recorded a 26% increase to $1,888,219. 


Other revenues from royalties and print design services remained 
fairly constant at $64,000.

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DEPARTMuNTAL ACTIVITIES 
Print Procurement Division 


This division issued 798 requisitions in order to draw publications 
from the Department of Defence Production publications warehouse for 
customer departments and to fulfil free distribution requirements. 


Initial procurement and reprocurement necessary to maintain adequate 
stocks of Parliamentary Papers required 1,538 printing requisitions for 
Chapters and Statutory Orders and Regulations. To meet the publishing 
needs of government departments or agencies, 1,581 printing requisitions 
were processed, along with 870 for P.P.& S. stocks. 


Due to priority given to Expo '67 and Centennial projects, reprint 
action was severely curtailed. Late submissions resulted in $647,000.00 
lapsing at March 31, 1967, and a supplementary grant of $412,000.00 had 
to be obtained to honour existing contracts, mainly for Centennial Projects. 


At the end of December 1967, a detailed survey indicated that jobs in 
progress in the Canadian Government Printing Bureau amounted to $610,868.59 
and $590,279.77 for jobs placed with commercial printers. Individual job 
follow-ups were made and progress payments requested when necessary so 
that only $435.78 lapsed at March 31, 1968. 


Purchasing Division 


The print-purchasing division is organized to facilitate attainment 
of the departmental objective through the utilization of commercial print 
and print-component manufacturing facilities. It is responsible for all 
aspects of contract administration. 


During the year, the division assumed additional responsibility in 
the acquisition, by purchase, of books, pamphlets and informational 
material produced by the 17 international organizations listed in the 
Sales and Promotion Division section of this report. These publications 
have a value in excess of $150,000 and consist of some 20,000 titles 
covering subjects in cultural, educational, social, scientific and economic 
welfare fields. 


Contracts for copies of reproductions of pictorial works of art, 
photoslides and other forms of visual communication were also negotiated 
with private sources through this division. 


Treasury Board Minute 667239, dated April 6, 1967, detailing the 
government policy on its publishing, along with the supplementary guide- 
lines produced by Treasury Board staff, established the immediate and 
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definite responsibility of the Queen's Printer for the purchase of 
"Graphic Design Services" and "Trade Type-composition", This responsi- 
bility was formerly snared with the Department of Defence Production, 

who took immediate advantage of the Treasury Board directive to transfer 
that portion of the work formerly procured for departments under contract 
by Defence Production to the print-purchasing division of the Queen's 
Printer. The Department of Defence Production continues to contract 
typesetting only for its manufacturing agency - The Canadian Government 
Printing Bureau. (See Table below). 


The division received 1,136 requisitions for purchase action during 
the period April 1, 1967, to March 31, 1968. Of this total, 803 requi- 
sitions were for commercial printing contracts involving printing in the 
various processes, printing components, or graphic arts services. The 
balance of the requisitions received by this division represented pur- 
chases of publications, reproductions, slides, and other forms of visual 
communications from private sources. (See Table IV). Table V details 
the distribution of contracts for print purchases of all types by geo- 
graphic region, 


Of the many and varied printing processes available, only three are 
usual to government publishing - offset, letterpress and silkscreen. The 
value of these from commercial sources during this fiscal year were 824, 
15% and 3%, respectively. 


Table VI illustrates tne types and extent of services procured by 


this division on behalf of departments and agencies who participated in 
the central publishing program of the government.

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Publishing Production Division 


During the fiscal year, this division provided all government depart- 
ments and agencies with one or more of the following services: cost 
estimates of jobs, print design, typographic design and layout, writing 
of job specifications, production follow up and quality control. The 
division gave 865 estimates and processed 2,336 requisitions during the 
year. 


With the staff at full strength, it has been possible to meet the 
demands of our various customer departments in the processing of their 
publications, and at the same time give technical advice designed to raise 
the standard of government publishing. The staff are also encouraging 
departments to preplan each of their publications with this department in 
order to avoid last minute rush jobs and costly overtime. 


Sales and Promotion Division 
Sales of Publications 


Revenues from the sales of official publications, royalties, and 
advertising in the Canada Gazette, increased by 47% during 1967-68. A 
total of $3,126,131.00 was reached, as compared to $2,221 ,369.00 during 
the previous fiscal year. 


Sales Promotion 


Again this year business firms, educational institutions, private 
organizations, officials at all levels of the government, and individuals, 
were kept informed of the official documents and other books and periodi- 
cals. Ali modern advertising media were used. The various Centennial 
publications produced during the year were widely and successfully adver- 
tised throughout Canada and abroad. Publications were displayed with 
success during national and international book exhibitions, including 
the world-wide Frankfurt Book Fair in Germany. 


Government Bookshops 


Sales of publications in Canadian Government Bookshops increased by 
70% during the year; the substantial increase in sales through this facil- 
ity is taken as evidence of the need for, and popularity of, this service 
to the public. Bookshops are located in Ottawa, Toronto, Montreal, 
Winnipeg, Vancouver, and Halifax. A sales counter was in operation in 
the Centre Block of the Parliament Buildings during the summer months. 


Pore 
Canadian Government Publications 


To improve the service to customers and to ensure the maintenance 
of sales and distribution of publications at a high level, arrangements 
were made to develop more retail agencies in various cities across Canada 
and to provide improved service to public libraries, school boards and 
universities. As a result of personal contacts with various government 
departments, the market appeal and saleability of many publications have 
improved; it is hoped that this trend will continue. It is expected that 
attendance at book and other trade exhibitions, and added contact with 
larger outlets, will contribute to maintain the existing sales position. 
Market research was intensified in an endeavour to streamline the publicity 
program. 


International Organizations Publications 


Following the reorganization partly completed during the fiscal year 
ending March 31, 1968, in the method of purchasing, inventory control and 
promotion, an increase of 16% in sales of publications and periodicals 
for the international organizations was effected. Programs are in process 
of implementation to achieve a greater market penetration for international 
publications, particularly in the major educational, scientific and cultu- 
ral fields. The Queen's Printer is the national sales agent in Canada 
for the following 17 international organizations: UNESCO - Paris; 
Organization for Economic Co-operation and Development - Paris; United 
Nations Organization - New York; World Health Organization - Geneva; 
International Labour Organization - Geneva; Food and Agriculture Organi- 
zation - Rome; International Atomic tnergy Agency - Vienna; Education 
Productions - London; Organization of American States - Washington; 

General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade - Geneva; International Tele- 
communication Union - Geneva; Council of Europe - Strasbourg; International 
Civil Aviation Urganization - Montreal; New Zealand Government - New 
Zealand; Unesco Institute for Education - Hamburg; Assembly of Western 
European Union - Paris; World Meteorological Organization - Geneva. 


Cultural Publications 


The Cultural Publications section is responsible for the selection, 
promotion and marketing of publications of a primarily cultural and 
artistic nature published for all departments and agencies under the 
secretary of State. Sales of coloured reproductions, prints, greeting 
and post cards, art slides, exhibition catalogues and publications of 
the National Gallery of Canada and other agencies have increased as a 
result of intensified advertising and a greater demand from people of 
Canada and elsewhere. Arrangements were made for retail agencies abroad 
to distribute Canadian Government cultural publications.

Documents Library 


The Library is responsible for cataloguing and assigning library 
classifications to official publications emanating from Parliament, 
government departments anc other federal agencies. The library produces 
the daily checklist, the monthly catalogues, the annual catalogues, the 
sectional catalogues, the price lists, the listing in the monthly and 
annual catalogues of publications of international organizations (for 
whom the Queen's Printer is the national agent) and the "Canadian Book 
at the Frankfurt Book Fair in West Germany". The Canadian Government 
publications catalogues comprise a bibliography of federal government 
publications. 


Depository copies of federal government publications were processed 
and placed on the shelves. These are available for study and research, 
on the premises, by the public as well as by departmental staff. 


Approximately 130 catalogue numbers are assigned to publications 
each month (these are assigned when the manuscript is received for 
publication); 5,200 items were listed as library accessions in the 
current fiscal year. The following statistics are given to illustrate 
the operation:

Mail Order and Distribution Services Division 


In June of this year, the publications Mail Order function was trans- 
ferred from Sales and Promotion Division to Distribution Services Division 
along with the staff of the Mail Order Bookshop. To accomplish the amal- 
gamation of the two staffs and their duties, new offices were planned and 
erected, machines and tons of publications stock were moved to new loca- 
tions, and a closed-in stores area set up for security purposes. Order 
processing and distribution services continued without interruption during 
the relocation of the services. The Department also embarked on new fi- 
nancial and inventory control procedures towards the latter part of the 
year. 


Mail Order Bookshop 


Since the reorganization had been only partially put into operation 
during the year, statistics will be presented by type of activity and 
publication rather than by organizational unit. 


During the year, over 82,000 pieces of sales correspondence relating 
to Canadian Government and international publications and periodicals were 
received for attention. Of this total, some 4,350 required a personal 
reply, while the remainder were handled by forms, form letters or other 
means, 


In general, the Mail Order Service had a very good year as evidenced 
by the fact that the revenue from Mail Order sales increased by $676,817.00 
over the preceding year. As part of its routine in the filling of pub- 
lication orders, 3,945 requisitions were prepared to replenish the stock, 
and 3,099 delivery slips created for the despatch of express, freight and 
local truck deliveries of saleable publications. In addition, thousands 
of refund, invoice, and delayed shipment forms, were prepared by the office 
staff. 
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The Circulation Section handled 65,977 paid subscriptions, 9,006 free 
subscriptions through the Daily Checklist, and 184,683 free subscriptions 
on behalf of other departments and agencies. To perform the distribution 
of these subscriptions and to provide general mailing list maintenance, a 
total of 204,620 Speedaumat and Addressograph "B" address plates were 
embossed, checked and filed. 


The Circulation Section continued to administer the Loose-Leaf Stores 
and Daily Checklist Fulfilment Store during the year. Consequently, the 
Section was responsible for the supply of back issues to periodicals, 
loose-leaf publications shipments and for the processing of a daily 
average of 397 Daily Checklists. The section was also charged with the 
responsibility of processing non-revenue-producing requests for the 
Statutes of Canada, Canada Gazette Part 2 and Criminal Code under existing 
regulations. To perform these duties, over 2,000,000 pieces were shipped. 


The section processed as well 6,612 subscriptions for periodicals 
produced by the various international organizations. 


Distribution Services 


The Distribution Services Section of the Division under the reorgani- 
zation can now be classed as a service unit, the duties of which cover 
the receiving, addressing, inserting, labelling and packaging of printed 
material not only for this Department but for some seventy-five other 
agencies. 


General Services Unit - This unit is the control centre for distribution 
services. It receives the components for the various jobs, checks the 
incoming shipments, prepares receipt vouchers, enters the proper coding 
for inventory purposes, schedules the mailing or transmits the item to 
the proper store as applicable. In the performance of its duties, 5,121 
receipt vouchers and 949 delivery slips were prepared for despatch of 
material. This unit also performed the selective manual distribution 
for periodicals and parliamentary papers, a total of 1,261,914 mailings.

The foregoing represented 86,478 mail bags despatched to the Ottawa 
Post Office. 


Packing Unit - During the year, packaging equipment employing polyethelene 
shrink film was acquired and has proved most satisfactory. Production has 
increased substantially and damage complaints have been reduced consider- 
ably. A total of 276,200 parcels were prepared for shipment, an increase 
of 34,770 over the previous year. 


Over 3,600 delivery slips were prepared for local, express and freight 
shipments. The Packing Unit was chiefly responsible for the relocation of 
thousands of feet of shelving and our publications stock. 


Editorial Services 
Statutes of Canada Office 


The Statutes of Canada are printed under ‘the authority of the Pub- 
lication of Statutes Act, R.S. 1952, Chapter 230. The 1967-68 English 
and French editions, 16-17 Eliz. II were composed of 39 Public and 10 
Private Statutes, a total of 49. With preliminary matter, Tables of 
Contents, Tables of Public Statutes, 1907 to 1967-68, and indexes, the 
total number of pages amounted to 405 in English and 415 in French. 


Advance copies of the Public Statutes were printed separately 
immediately after Royal Assent. The total number of copies of both 
the English and the French editions was 170,975.

Law Reports of the Supreme and Exchequer Courts were published in 
nine and ten pamphlets respectively. The Supreme Court edition, bilingual, 
totalled 882 pages, and the Exchequer Court edition, also bilingual, 1,253 
pages, a total of 2,135 pages for both. 


Progress on the publishing of the Revised Statutes of Canada in a 
bilingual format made further advances during the year. It is expected 
that the printing of the Statutes will provide, as a by-product, a com- 
puter-compatible magnetic tape containing the Statutes and their indexes 
in machine-readable form for information storage and retrieval. The system 
will also be capable of merging corrections and changes with the original 
magnetic tape so that a final tape will include the material in its cor- 
rected form or, in the case of subsequent revisions, in the revised form. 


Several printed samples were submitted for consideration to the 
Director of Legislation of the Justice Department. 


Canada Gazette Office 


Amendments to existing legislation and the enactment of new laws by 
Parliament affected considerably the number and the nature of the notices 
published in Part I of the Canada Gazette during the calendar year 1967. 
As a consequence of the repeal of the Civil Service Act on April 13, 1967, 
the publication of the Civil Service bilingual lists of eligibles was dis- 
continued. However, the transfers of duties which have taken place during 
the year necessitated the publication of other notices for various new 
departments and government agencies. 


Revenue notices increased by 805 to 10,263, while non-revenue notices 
published for various government departments, commissions and Crown corpo- 
rations showed a decrease of 13,787 at 7,957. Nevertheless, the latter 
account for approximately 60% of the 4,195 pages printed during the year, 
including supplements, extra issues and the Annual Index. Form letters 
to advertisers, giving complete publishing information in each case, 
totalled 8,702, and personalized letters to law firms, corporations, 
advertising agencies, chartered accountants, trustees, etc., numbered 140; 
eighty affidavits of insertion and five certificates of publication were 
supplied upon request. Special invoices, with accompanying letters asking 
for prepayment, numbering 4,160, were also issued by the Office. The fifty- 
two lists of requests for weekly issues of the Canada Gazette necessitated 
the preparation and typing of 1,560 shipping orders. 
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In the Canada Gazette Part II, during the same period, 621 Statutory 
Orders and Regulations were published in both official languages in sepa- 
rate English and French editions. 


The 24 Knglish editions comprised 1,941 pages of text, plus an average 
of five pages each for indexes and tables of contents. Four quarterly 
cumulative indexes of 165 pages each as well as five extra issues were 
published. The total number of pages thus printed in English during the 
year amounts to 2,763. The French counterpart had 2,018 pages, plus 5 
additional pages to each issue for indexes and tables of contents, plus 
4 quarterly cumulative indexes of 178 pages each, plus five extra issues, 
for a total of 2,892 pages, the whole adding up to a grand total of 5,655 
pages for both the English and French regulations.

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Foreword 


Under the provisions of the Government Organization Act, 1969, the 
Department of Supply and Services was established on April 1, 1969, with 
functions which include the acquisition and provision of Printing and Publishing 
services for Federal Government Departments. Accordingly, this Report covers 
the period January 1 to March 31, 1969 for the Canadian Government Printing 
Bureau and the period April 1, 1968 to March 31, 1969, for the former Depart- 
ment of Public Printing and Stationery. Individual Reports for the Canadian 
Government Printing Bureau for the calendar year 1967 and for the Department 
of Public Printing and Stationery for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1968 were 
submitted in 1968. 


The Canadian Government Printing Bureau was created in 1964 as a result 
of a division of the various functions of the Department of Public Printing and 
Stationery as recommended by the Royal Commission on Government Organiza- 
tion. The Bureau is responsible for the execution of certain printing required 
by Parliament, government Departments and other Agencies. 


The Department of Public Printing and Stationery was the official publisher 
for the Government of Canada until the repeal of the Public Printing and 
Stationery Act pursuant to the Government Organization Act, 1969. 


Following the re-union of both the Printing and Publishing functions under 
the new Department of Supply and Services, the General Manager of the 
Canadian Government Printing Bureau was appointed Director General, 
Printing and Publishing, under the Deputy Minister of Supply and subsequently 
appointed Acting Queen’s Printer for Canada. 


Although reorganizational matters required considerable attention, both 
Printing and Publishing activities increased during the periods covered by this 
Report. 


There was further progress in the improvement of production services in 
the Main Plant through plant layout changes and through the purchase, rental 
or overhaul of equipment. Duplicating services within the Government continued 
to be developed with the establishment of several new short run plants. Engineer- 
ing Services made noteworthy improvements in the facilities and the machinery 
maintenance programmes continued functioning in a systematic manner, while 
several studies were undertaken by Research and Industrial Engineering Services. 
This latter section has now been removed from the Canadian Government 
Printing Bureau and the various components have been absorbed by different 
branches of the Department of Supply and Services. Industrial Relations Services 
were very active not only in the customary Personnel activities, but also in 
providing support to the Public Service Staff Relations Board in negotiating the 
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first labour agreement signed by the Treasury Board and the Council of Graphic 
Arts Unions. Both this Service and the Financial Services were directly affected 
by the reorganization of the Bureau, since both were transferred to the common 
services element of the Department of Supply and Services. In addition, the 
Personnel Office of the former Department of Public Printing and Stationery 
was integrated with the Industrial Relations Services of the Printing Bureau, 
and the print purchasing division was transferred to the Department of Supply 
and Services. 


Organization 


The printing function is divided into four main parts: Production Services 
(Main Plant); Production Services (Outside Plants); Engineering Services; 
and Computer Services. 


The publishing function is divided into five main parts: Publishing Decisions 
Division; Bookstores and Sales Promotion Division; Publications Distribution 
Division; Canada Gazette and Statutes of Canada Divisions. 


The organization of the Bureau is shown on the chart on page 11. 
The principal officers of the Bureau are:

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Production Services 
MAIN PLANT 


All production services with the exception of one unit, have been integrated 
on one floor, following the plant layout programme initiated in 1967. The 
typesetting and typecasting machines have been grouped adjacently, while the 
hand composition and lithographic preparation functions have been combined 
in one area. These changes incorporate savings in floor space and provide for 
greater efficiency and effectiveness in work flow and materials handling. 


Most of the Varityper equipment was relocated in various satellite cold 
composition (strike-on) units in Ottawa and Toronto. Four IBM magnetic tape 
Selectric composers (MT/SC), nine IBM magnetic tape Selectric recorders, and 
ten IBM Selectric composers were installed in the cold composition facilities 
to replace this equipment. 


A 41 X56 inch Crabtree perfecting lithographic press was installed and is 
used extensively in the production of parliamentary work. This press prints 
both sides of a sheet simultaneously, producing 64 standard-size pages, at a 
high speed. 


The format of the House of Commons and Senate “‘Bills’’ was redesigned 
through the combined efforts of the staffs of the Senate, House of Commons, 
and the Bureau. The ‘Bills’? which were previously printed separately on a 
language basis, are now produced as bilingual publications. The new format 
reduces handling of the finished product, eliminates the possibility of errors in 
distribution and assures delivery in both languages simultaneously. 


With respect to parliamentary work in general, the work load remained at 
a comparably high level during the period January 1, 1968 to March 31, 1969. 
The following table indicates that the average demand per sitting day increases 
or decreases with the total of sitting days in a given year:

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We wish to acknowledge the continuing splendid co-operation and work 
of the editorial staff of Parliament and the Bureau for Translation which have 
been of great assistance in enabling the Canadian Government Printing Bureau 
to keep pace with the increase in the daily requirement of Printing for Parliament, 
particularly in the period covered in this report when changes in format and 
distribution were inaugurated. 


Production Services 
OUTSIDE PLANTS 


Duplicating services within the Government have been extended during 
the past year with the establishment of some new short run plants. The present 
number of plants includes 31 fully equipped printing service areas and 48 short 
run photocopying centres for a total of 79 plants. 


The increase in the workload over the past few years is reflected in the 
following statistics:

(1968-69 figures denote the totals for a 15 month period). 

During the year ended March 31, 1969 the production on photocopying 
machines was approximately 15,494,847 copies. 

In the short run printing operation the quantity of A1-8’s and short run 
cards processed was 793,513 covering 414,866 jobs. Several Conferences for 
Departments such as Agriculture, Fisheries and Forestry and National Health 
and Welfare were provided with special services. A temporary printing plant 
was installed in the West Block to provide immediate service for the Constitu- 
tional Conference of Provincial Premiers. 

Commercial printing contracts placed by the Department of Supply & 
Services provided flexibility in meeting Departmental printing requirements 
in our Outside Plants. These contracts totalled approximately $150,000.00 
during the fiscal year 1968-69. 


Engineering Services 


Engineering Services have made noteworthy improvements in the facilities. 
serving the Canadian Government Printing Bureau’s operation during the 
period covered in this report. 
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Accommodations for the Main Plant have been modernized and concen- 
trated principally on one floor. The Satellite Printing Plants required thirty- 
three new plant layouts to meet their relocation and additional space demands. 


Equipment has been modernized by the disposal of obsolete machinery 
and the acquisition of new machinery emphasizing the offset process. Existing 
machinery with contemporary technological performance characteristics has 
been rebuilt thus increasing efficiency. Three folding machines, a case-making 
machine and a rounding and backing machine were completely overhauled and 
are now capable of new-machine performance. 


The machinery maintenance programme is functioning in a systematic 
manner. Approximately 50% of the work load is now planned in advance, the 
remaining 50% is for emergency repairs. 


The Bureau was awarded the “‘Corrective Maintenance Award” by Modern 
Manufacturing Magazine at a presentation in Cleveland, Ohio. The citation 
read: ‘Over a ten year period, the Canadian Government Printing Bureau has 
firmly established its ““Five Rights of Lubrication’’: the right type of lubricant; 
the right time to apply it; the right quantity of lubricants; the right quality, 
and right point of application”’. 


Special engineering studies included the termination of the Type Metal 
Page Storage and Quality Control project, the improvement in Inventory control 
of the Composition Store Room and a feasibility study on the automation of 
waste paper handling. 


The Safety, Fire Prevention and Emergency Measures Programmes continue 
to show satisfactory improvement. These programmes are concerned with the 
development of policies and organizational structures to implement the Canada 
Labour (Safety) Code, and directives from both the Dominion Fire Commis- 
sioner’s Office and the Emergency Measures Organization. 


The Bureau was one of the first printing plants in Canada to install Honey- 
well controls on all guillotine paper cutters. This electro-mechanical system 
lessens the chance of hand injuries, provides increased production through ease 
of operation and reduces noise and vibration. 


The cost of Engineering Services has increased 25% since 1955 whereas 
the maintenance cost index has increased 50%. In this same period, Engineering 
Services costs have been reduced 50% relative to the cost of printing production. 


Engineering Services has a major role to play in the future development 
of the Canadian Government Printing Bureau. To assume its full responsibility, 
continued efforts are made to improve the motivation and competence of each 
member of the organization through career development programs. The mana- 
gement of Engineering Services plans to devote increased effort to this aspect 
of organizational development. 
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Computer Services 


As a result of an internal re-organization, the Systems and Data Processing 
Division was divorced from the Financial Branch and the Computer Services 
Branch was formed. This re-organization resulted in the transfer of the Systems 
Section to the Research and Industrial Engineering Branch and in turn, the 
Research and Industrial Engineering Branch gave up one position and incum- 
bent to head the Computer Systems Analysis and Composition Programming 
Division. The Computer Services Branch organized into two divisions: 


(a) The Data Processing Programming and Operations Division. 
(b) The Composition Programming and Computer Systems Division. 


In September 1968, specifications were written for the acquisition of a 
new computer and tenders were invited in early October. The successful tenderer 
was RCA covering a Spectra 70/45 computer configuration. 


During the year, the Operations Supervisor was given the task of re- 
organizing the Keypunch Section and in implementing a report issued by the 
Systems Section during the year. 


The Bureau’s services used a total of 4,086 hours on the computer, whereas 
non-CGPB users utilized 1,186 hours of computer time. 


Research and Industrial Engineering 


The organization of this Branch remained substantially unaltered in that 
it consisted of three Divisions, whose activities are reported below. The only 
change was the absorption of the General Systems Section from the Comp- 
troller’s Branch into the Methods and Standards Division. As mentioned 
previously the functions of this Branch were absorbed by various components 
of the Department of Supply and Services early in 1969. 


1. Materials Research and Control 


1968 was the first full year of operation for this Division. It proved to be a 
highly productive year with the major emphasis on the preparation of specifica- 
tions and standards in order to promote competitive purchasing of materials 
for the Bureau. By year-end, over 80% of the material dollar volume had been 
placed on a competitive basis through a complete determination of the quality 
requirements. The total savings resulting from this activity were considerable 
and cumulative in nature, but cannot be estimated precisely since the entire 
supply operation benefitted in addition to the Bureau. 


In terms of products, paper received most attention, being the major 
commodity used. Internally, the standardization of the paper used for Hansard 
was the most significant, since it resulted both in improved quality and a con- 
siderable reduction in cost. Externally, the work of the Division on the standard- 
ization of library index cards has contributed to improved quality and reduced 
costs. 
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The Laboratory continued its consulting services to other Government 
Departments and the creation and revisions of standard test methods formed a 
major activity. A project concerning the production of new money orders was 
completed for the Post Office Department and the St. Lawrence Seaway Author- 
ity utilized the Laboratory for standards and testing services. 


2. Equipment and Process Research 


Completion of the feasibility and planning studies for the phototypesetting 
and associated systems was the major activity of this Division. This work 
included both hardware and software considerations. 


A thorough revision of the patent production system, both in platemaking 
and printing, has resulted in a 30% cost reduction. 


Other projects included the automation of offset plate processing and film 
processing. 


A comprehensive study of the DND cold type composition activities was 
completed, leading to far-reaching recommendations, including the organization 
of these facilities. 


3. Methods and Standards 


The absorption of the General Systems Section by this Division added the 
responsibility for management analysis (including organizational analysis), 
office systems and forms control. 


Plant layout continued to be a major activity, with emphasis on the Outside 
Plants and certain ancillary facilities such as machine shops and stores. 


Work on the production and revision of standards was maintained, par- 
ticularly in application to new equipment and varitype operations. 


A start was made on the network analysis of the total Main Plant produc- 
tion system, with emphasis on Composition. This brought about improvements 
in the office correction procedures. 


A successful study led to the merging of Canadian Government Supply 
Service and CGPB (Bindery) shipping facilities. 


The investigation of employees’ suggestions under the Suggestion Award 
scheme continued as a significant activity. 


Statutes of Canada 


The Statutes of Canada are printed under the authority of the Publication 
of Statutes Act, R.S. 1952, Chapter 230, as amended by S.C. 2, 1968. 


From the start of the First session of the 28th Parliament on the 12th day 
of September, 1968, until the end of the fiscal year 1968-69, 29 Chapters were 
assented to. Immediately following Royal Assent 103,900 advance copies of 
these chapters were printed in a new and bilingual format. 
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Sales and free distribution of the Revised and Annual Statutes in accordance 
with the Publication of Statutes Act were as follows:

Law Reports of the Supreme and Exchequer Courts were published in nine 
and ten pamphlets respectively. The Supreme Court edition totalled 1,060 pages 
and the Exchequer Court edition, 1,250 pages. 


Canada Gazette 


In the course of the period covered in this report, 16,400 notices were 
published in the 52 issues of Canada Gazette Part I. Of these, 11,046 were revenue 
notices mostly all paid for at the rate of fifty cents an agate line and the re- 
mainder, 5,354 were non-revenue notices published free of charge for various 
government departments, commissions and Crown corporations, in compliance 
with the legal requirements of pertinent statutes and regulations. The latter 
account for approximately 60% of the 3,891 pages printed, including all sup- 
plements, extra issues and the Annual Index. Acknowledgement form letters 
to advertisers, giving complete publishing information in each case, totalled 
8,452 and 130 personalized letters to companies, lawyers, chartered accoun- 
tants, etc., were written in answer to special inquiries. Over 5,700 invoices with 
accompanying letters asking for prepayment were also issued by the office. 
The weekly lists of special requests for copies of the Canada Gazette necessitated 
the preparation and typing of approximately 1,500 shipping orders. Affidavits 
of insertion as well as certificates of publication were also supplied upon request. 


During the same period, 571 Statutory Orders and Regulations were 
published in Canada Gazette Part II. 


Publishing Decisions 


This Branch issued 1,646 requisitions in order to draw publications from 
the Publications Bulk Warehouse for customer departments and to fulfill free 
distribution requirements. This activity includes free publications tabled in 
Parliament which requires security lock-ups until officially released for distri- 
bution. 


Initial procurement and reprocurement necessary to maintain stocks of 
Parliamentary papers required 514 memos and 1,669 printing requisitions for 
Chapters and Statutory Orders and Regulations. 


For the publishing needs of government departments or agencies, 1,754 
printing requisitions were processed as well as 547 requisitions for Q.P.’s sales 
stocks. 


Reference Library 


The Library is responsible for cataloguing and assigning library classifica- 
tions to official publications emanating from Parliament, government depart- 
ments and other federal agencies. The Library produces the daily checklist, 
the monthly catalogues, the annual catalogues, the sectional catalogues, the 
price lists, the listing in the monthly and annual catalogues of publications of 
international organizations (for whom the Queen’s Printer is the national agent) 
and the “Canadian Book at the Frankfurt Book Fair in West Germany”. The 
Canadian Government publications catalogues comprise a bibliography of 
federal government publications. 

Depository copies of federal government publications were processed and 
placed on the shelves. These are available for study and research, on the premises, 
by the public as well as by departmental staff. 

Approximately 140 catalogue numbers are assigned to publications each 
month (these are assigned when the manuscript is received for publication); 
5187 items were listed as library accessions during the period April 1, 1968 to 
March 31, 1969. The following statistics are given to illustrate the operation:

Publishing Production 


The Publishing Production Division gave estimates on 951 publications 
and processed 2024 requisitions during the fiscal year 1968-69. The Division 
also advised government departments and agencies in areas of print design, 
typography and layout in addition to helping with the technical requirements 
of publications, in the preparation of job specifications, production follow-up 
and quality control. 


Bookstores and Sales Promotion 


Sales of Publications 

Revenues from the sales of official publications, royalties and advertizing 
in the Canada Gazette reached a total of $2,487,896 during the fiscal year 
1968-69. This represents a decrease of $638,235. from 1967-68 which was 
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inevitable since the revenue for 1967-68 included the publishing and sale of a 
number of centennial publications, and consequently a reduction in the number 
of titles published in 1968-69. 


Sales Promotion 


As in previous years publicity media were used so that business firms, 
educational institutions, private organizations, officials of all levels of gov- 
ernments, and members of the public were kept informed of the various official 
documents, books and publications that were available. Canadian Government 
and International Organizations publications were displayed with success during 
national and international book exhibitions, including the world-wide Frankfurt 
Book Fair in Germany and in Brussels, Belgium. 


Government Bookshops 


Sales of publications in Canadian Bookshops located in Ottawa, Toronto, 
Montreal, Winnipeg, Vancouver and Halifax showed a noticeable increase 
during the fiscal year. The Sales Desk at the National Gallery of Canada in 
the Lorne Building was also highly successful in sales of cultural publications. 


Canadian Government Publications 


Some new retail agencies were contacted and verbal agreements were 
reached on the promotion of specialized publications in the Educational field. 
Trade show and convention displays, were set up and manned in some new 
areas. The research and preliminary planning of a “Sales Book List” was 
undertaken. It is anticipated that when completed and distributed to major 
buyers of books in Canada and abroad, this list will prove to be a very valuable 
sales tool. The market appeal of Canadian Government Publications is being 
gradually improved and this has resulted in added sales through retail outlets. 
The printed promotion and advertizing programme was somewhat restricted, 
but through selective programming, levels of sales in most areas were maintained. 


International Organizations Publications 


The Queen’s Printer is the national sales agent in Canada, for the following 
15 International Organizations: UNESCO—Paris, Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Development—Paris, United Nations—New York, World 
Health Organization—Geneva, International Labour Organization—Geneva, 
Food and Agriculture Organization—Rome, International Atomic Energy 
Agency—Vienna, Organization of American States—Washington, General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade—Geneva, International Telecommunications 
Union—Geneva, Council of Europe—Strasbourg, International Civil Aviation 
Organization—Montreal, New Zealand Government—New Zealand, Assembly 
of Western European Union—Paris, World Meteorological Organization— 
Geneva.

The International Publications Section was able to achieve an 11% increase 
in sales for the fiscal year 1968-69 despite the fact that the major sales programs 
were delayed through lack of purchase budget and a reduction in the advertizing 
allotment. The total gross sales for the fiscal year amounted to $202,177. 


Cultural Publications 


There has been an increasing demand for publications of a cultural and 
artistic nature. The Cultural Division is responsible for the sales of National 
Gallery exhibition catalogues, coloured reproductions, prints, greetings and 
postcards, coloured slides and other publications of a cultural nature prepared 
by departments and agencies, particularly those responsible to the Secretary 
of State. Sales of cultural publications have reached a total of $142,311. during 
the fiscal year.

Mail Order and Distribution Services 


The re-organization of the division, which commenced last year, continued 
throughout the year. In view of the additional duties placed on the staff as a 
result, services were delayed in some instances. 


The Mail Order Services Section processed 125,014 orders for publications 
during the fiscal year, while the Circulation Services Section processed 92,387 
paid orders for Canadian Government and International Organization period- 
icals. A total of 258,339 addresses were maintained by the Division, while 
the Stores Unit filled, checked and made ready for shipment 249,014 orders for 
books and periodicals. The free distribution stores supplied 700,824 books 
requested through the Daily Checklist Service. 
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An indication of the volume of work processed through the Mail Order 
and Distribution Services various sections can be gleaned from the fact that 
109,940 mail bags were forwarded to the Ottawa Post Office during the fiscal 
year 1968-69. 


Industrial Relations 


The period January 1, 1968 to March 31, 1969 marked the beginning of a 
new era in the labour relations field at the Canadian Government Printing 
Bureau. 

Labour-management relations were written into a collective bargaining 
agreement, and on June 28, 1968, the first labour agreement was signed between 
the Treasury Board and the Council of Graphic Arts Unions. This first contract 
covering the printing trades at the Printing Bureau terminated on September 30, 
1968, and negotiations began again in the month of November, terminating 
with a new contract which will be in effect until 1970. 


The Staff Relations Division was directly involved in research and other 
necessary preparations to negotiations, the negotiations themselves, and the 
implementation and administration of the contract. 


Two other collective agreements were signed and implemented. These 
contracts covered the employees in the General Labour and Trades groups. 


In summary, therefore, the work of the Staff Relations Division consisted 
in the introduction of a collective bargaining system in the Printing Bureau. 


Manpower Planning, Staffing and Development 


The responsibilities of this division encompass the staffing, organization, 
personnel development and manpower inventory activities. 

Delegation of staffing authority was received for the Operational Category 
which meant a reorganization and complete overhaul of staffing activities to 
meet the challenge of current thinking in the Personnel field. 


Fifty five competitions were conducted resulting in 140 appointments. 


Several members of the bureau attended executive development programs 
conducted by such institutions as Printing Industries of America, American 
Management Association and University of Western Ontario. Many employees 
attended job related courses and seminars conducted by the Public Service 
Commission and Management Associations, in addition to English and French 
language training courses. One of our Senior Officers is now participating in 
the one-year bicultural exchange programme at Quebec City. 

The Plant Nurse has reported 11,329 cases treated, of which 1,482 required 
professional assistance, and 66 claims were filed for Workmen’s Compensation. 
In addition, the plant was regularly inspected from a health and accident 
prevention point of view. As in the past, the Plant Nurse organized very success- 
ful blood donor clinics on behalf of the Canadian Red Cross Society, and an 
anti-tuberculosis mobile X-Ray clinic. 
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Financial Services 
PRINTING SECTION 


Fiscal Year 1968-69 


Staff during the fiscal year 1968-69 was maintained at the level of the 
previous year. This has prevented the planned expansion of management 
analysis and accounting system development. 


Nevertheless, a number of valuable cost studies were completed and much 
effort was and continues to be directed to the improvement of management 
reports and financial analysis. 


A major project has been started in the identification and labelling of 
equipment in order to increase the effectiveness of asset management. 


For the first time the activities of the Bureau were required to be reported 
in the new form of Estimates and in the Program Forecast cycle. Financial 
Services have been required to provide the secretariat for the planning function 
and to provide the necessary input at the departmental level. This has further 
reduced the availability of staff for strictly financial activities, but has fostered 
active participation in making a contribution to the overall management of 
the Bureau. 


Following the introduction of the Government Organization Act, the 
responsibility for the provision of Financial Services has now been given to 
the Director General Administration, Department of Supply and Services. 

The total equity under the Canadian Government Printing Bureau’s share 
of the Queen’s Printer’s Advance amounted to $641,681 as follows :—

The deposit with the Receiver General is in respect of revenue collected 
from 1968-69 printing accounts in the period April 1—-May 31. 


Accounts Receivable showed a decrease of $146,978 from the previous year, 
reflecting the continued effort to collect amounts due as promptly as possible. 

Inventories of Supplies and Work-in-Process decreased by $82,896 although 
the volume of work throughout the year was greater than the preceding year. 
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Accounts Payable amounted to $1,454,952 and includes a provision for 
retroactive pay increased of $400,000 and accrued payroll of $318,866. Trade 
accounts payable decreased by approximately $3,000 over the previous year. 


Prepaid Expenses reduced over the year by $26,533 due mainly to reduced 
purchases of metal and matrices. 


Sales for the year were $16,962,219—an increase of $112,242 over 1967-68. 


Operations for the year after charging equipment purchases of $538,119 to 
expense produced a loss of $936,335. 


In determining the selling rates for the year, it was anticipated that the ex- 
pected volume would produce a revenue of $18,376,518. In fact, only $16,962,219 
was received so that there was an under-recovery of fixed costs. 


This was brought about by two principal causes: 


(i) The application of the personnel “freeze” prevented the Bureau from 
taking as much work as had been planned and from opening addi- 
tional planned printing units in various areas of the country. 

(ii) The general election of 1968 resulted in fewer days of Parliamentary 
Sessions than had been planned. 


Labour costs were in excess of budgeted levels due to collective bargaining 
agreements, both in the graphic arts and administrative groups, which awarded 
substantial retroactive increases and further contributed to underrecovery of 
costs.
